DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San FiuNcisco, June 8.— A number 
of anti-Coolie clubs held regular meot- 
inga last nif,'lit. Tlu? Potreroclub wiis 
addressed by it rr(3iiUoinan who believ- 
ed the remedy for Chinese emigraLiou 
Avtis not to abuse tho Chiiiaiiien but to 
attack the cause of their presence. 
The way to attaok the cause was to 
string up a few of the officers of the 
Central Pacific and Pacitlc ]Mail Co.'s. 
He accused tho railroad people of 
framing tho Chinese message to Presi- 
dent Grant. He pitclied into tho Chi- 
nese commissioners and abused Con- 
gress, characterizing them nil as a 
crowd of do-nothings and know-noth- 
ings. With lifty men at bis back ho 
was willing to undertake the job ol 
forming a vigilance committee aud 
clearing out the corporations alluded 
to. These sentiments were received 
with applause. 

Shortly after tho arrival of the Paci- 
fic Mail steamer Colorado it was ru- 
mored that several thou.sand dollars' 
worth of opium had been smuggled 
ashore from her while lyiug in the 
ptream undergoiiig the process of dis- 
'infeotion: also that a largo number of 
Ohinese women had lamled in men's 
apparel. Later intelligence goes to 
confirm tho truth of tho report. There 
is no room apparently to doubt that 
some fourteen women were so lauded. 
As regards the smuggled opium, it 
would be difficult to substantiate tho 
charge; but it is understood that the 
landing of the women is susceptible of 
proof. The penalty in case of suit 
and conviction would be the forfeiture 
of the vessel and a heavy hne on the 
persons connected with the transac- 
tion.

H.\Mri,TON, May 27. — Tho following 
is tho conclusion of the report of tlio 
Macrae inquest, which clo.sod last 
night; — 

Tho Coroner, iu charging tho jury, 
said: — "We have come to the end of 
n voiy lorg and painful investigation 
— one the like of which I have never 
been before called upon to hold, and 
hopo I shall never bo called on to 
hold again. I havo to thank you for 
your very careful attention to tho evi- 
dence of the difl'erent witnesses, and 
think that, from that attention, it will 
not bo necessary for mo to say much 
to you about the evidence, as it would 
only take up unnecessary time, and 
you have already lost enough of that, 
I am sure. It is conclusively proved, 
in my opinion, from tho evidonoo,that 
the immediate cause of death was tho 
clot on the brain. Tho nioilical ovi- 
doncc .shows that this clot might havo 
been caused either by violence or by 
disease, and the evidence of Dr. Mac - 
douald goes to show that iu his opin- 
ion it was occasioned by violence. Iu 
my opinion, by tho evidence of Ada 
]\Iacrao, a blow is shown to have been 
struck shortly before insensibility set 
iu, by tho accused, and the appear- 
ance of the body shows that a great 
deal of violence had been used to the 
deceased not only by tho external 
bruises and marks, but by the evi- 
dence of tho metlical men who made a 
'[lo.st miirlom' examination on the 
body. I refer more especially as to 
the amount of violence and to the 
bruises on the chest. If you believe 
the evideuoo of Ann Foster and Emma 
Ilatchard, it shows plainly that tlie 
deceased was being subjecled to a sys- 
tematic course of ill-treatment by the 
accused, that murderous idtacks had 
been made frequently on her, and 
that threats of murder were frc(inoiit- 
ly made. If you believe this ovitlence, 
it appears to nio that it is clear evi- 
dence of malice; and, taking it in con- 
nection with tho medical evidence, it 
points very strongly to the death of 
deceased being caused by violence at 
the hands of tho accused. 

Tiio Court was cleared at five 
o'clock, and at 11 ;30 the jury brought 
in the following verdict. — "That tho 
said Victoria St. George Macrae came 
to her death from the effects of inju- 
ricj infiictod on her by her husband, 
John OctaviuB Macrae." 

The aboire verdict was concurred iu 
by twelve out of sixteen juiurs.

Coustuble Liadaay dopoHod to finding 
on Indian ou Monday uiglit witli a bottlo 
of Ohinose liquor concealed under hia 
ooat. The Indian said ho gave a China- 
man $1 for it. On Oorino.-ant street tbo 
Indian idontiliod tbu prisoner as tbo luim 
U'ho auppliod tho liq\ior. Whoa iiocostod 
tbo priaoDor bolted, but w;\s pursued and 
captured. 

Dixie, a Hj'dab Indinn, deposed that 
the prisoner sold tbo ii(iuor to bim and 
that although it was very dark ho took 
particular caro to notice the prisoner in 
order that ho miglit idonfify liiiu in tbi> 
ovont of 11 policouian lUOi^liu.L,' him ( Uiiie) 
■with tbo li(]uor. Ua hiid nover huou pri- 
Bonor boforo. 

Mr. Drako argued that tho ovidenoe as 
to];idontity \va.s unsatisfiu'torv. 

His Honor said that if the Indian luid 
seen tho prisoner bofore tho date of tbo 
alleged sale of the licjuor ho should have 
felt bound to have seat the prisouor to 
jail; but as tho night wns very dark and 
the idontitication was not satisfiiL'tory the 
easo would bo dismissed. It was a uotabU> 
faot, however, that the Cbinaman was tak- 
ing the place of tho white man in this il- 
licit liquor traflij, and ho had no doubt 
whatever that the prisoner actually sold 
the liquor; the evidence, however, was not 
strong enough to convict.

Woman SufTrago iu England. 

Scenes in the House Daring 
tlie Discusion of the 
Mattez', 

Moncure D. Oonway, the enterpris- 
ing correspondent of the Cincinnati 

"Commeicial," writes from Loudon as 
fo'lowH in regard to the woman move- 
ment in England : 

It should be borno in mind that tlio 
inovomont for woman suffrage in tbi.s 
coiiiitiy rests upon a very different 
basis from that on which the cories- 
poiuliiig niovonietit rests in .Vnic'rica. 
Ninvbore in Ainorica do the old barba- 
rous laws about womou remain to the 
extent that they do in England. In 
America women are accorded a su- 
promaoy in social life nearly equal to 
tbo supremacy of man in politics; but 
in England she is still environed by 
bard, traditional and conventional 
walls, which may bo plainly traced as 
survivals from the ancient code of 
Man, as reinforced by the Semitic 
notions represented in our jiopular 
theology. In this country the demand 
for suffrage is inspired by suffering. 
It would bo a Huporlicial view to con- 
clude from tho enlarged hostile ma- 
jority of last night that the demand of 
the women is becoming weaker, or tho 
reform losing strength. On the con- 
trary, the vote reflects the 
iNcitnASiNii Hi:niors.Ni:H.s or thk sitta- 
rio\. 

Tho larger majority was gained Ijy a 
"rally," such as was never previously 
made, because it was never boforo 
thought necessary. Tlio enemies of 
the movement circulntcd notes of 
warning that tbo political monopoly 
of tho malo HC>i was in danger, and, in- 
deed, tho danger was considered so 
great that they united in demanding 
of John Bright that he should sacri- 
lice his porsonal feelings, and for the 
first timo give his voice, and not only 
bis usual silent voto, against a reform 
of which his brother, Lis two sisters, 
his daughters and his uieeea aro tho 
main promoters. Nor are these 
apprehensions unfounded. The de- 
mand for suffrage has gradually reach- 
ed a social class whicli baa never yet 
failed to secure its will in the end. 
This was amply inanifoHt in the course 
of yestonlay's debate. Tho table was 
piled up int(j a Hno\vy mountain of pe- 
titions iu favor of tbo nieasuro, no 
fewer than It)',), signed liy many thou- 
sands throughout tho United Kiiig- 
lum, and tho number of those peti- 
tions were still less significant than 
tho position and character of many of 
the signataries to them. 

A NOTABLE INCIDENT 

Ocourre<l in the debate of yesterday. Mi-. 
Smollett having i|nciti-d against the bill 
Mrs. S. C. Hall — a ridic from tlie r(-iiote 
past, who recognizes iiuthing in uuv gi-n- 
ration exce])l the ra|is un t.djlcs of her 
ghoatly contemporaries — indulged in a 
sneering tirade against the women who 
aro prominenlly connected with themovc- 
mtiiit. Air. Smidlett, being himself very 
m\icli behind tho times, had not the 
sliigbtosi knowledge of a single one of 
these women; but, taking it for granted 
that they were vulgar nonentities, ho 
committed as serious a blunder us was 
over committed in Parliament. He read 
out a list of women whoso naiiios ai)]>ear- 
ed in connection with soinn jiubtie im et- 
ing: by.lia Hecker, .Miss I'.nhl.s. Miss 
J3riggs, Mrs. lliigt;iiM. .Miss Bhoda (iar- 
rett. Miss AshwiMth, Miss .Mary lieedv. 
.Mrs. McLaren an-.l Mis.s Isah.d'la Todll. 
Those ladies he spoke of as the "apostlos 
in petticoats," engaged in an agitation 
from which all "la<li9S of culture stand 
aloof," and (alluding to the protests of 
Hoini' of them against I lie Contagious 
Diaoases Act) "nivoliug iu tho discussion 
of prurient matters which men would not 
mention in dec(uit company or in the 
presence of women."

and as a erilie of ^esturday's ileliato well 
says, it may be worth while to onfran- 
ehit^e a few thousand women if only to 
save the maiiniirs of the IIouso of Com- 
mons. 

ALASKA. 



WAS IT A CHEAP PURCHASE ?— 
A POSSIBLY ROSE COLOR- 
ED VIEW. 



Tlio Secretary of War has sent to 
tho United Stales Seuato soiuo "items 
respecting Alaska," which woro ob- 
tained by a citizen of Portland, Ore- 
gon, "in a pleasant conversation" with 
Captain J. W. White, of the revenue 
marine service. Captain White's views 
of .-Vlaska aro more encouraging than 
those of other persou.s who havo seen 
the territory. 

"It (Alaska) was a present; count 
the lisheries, the furs, tho lumber, the 
mines of coal, iron and gold, the var- 
ieties of fruits aud vogetablos that can 
bo raised, with its jiolitical value as a 
military station. The Yucou River is 
navigable for steamers fourteen hun- 
dred miles. It spreads out into five 
mouths, inclosing a lovol cottouwood 
region or delta of sovouty miles, cov- 
ered with gra.ss. On Oonalaska tho 
grass is six to eight feet high, and so 
thick that it must bo parted to get 
through. It is so on Kodiak. The 
.'tmall Russian cattle that live entirely 
upon it aro ns fat as seals. They live 
ou it all tho year, needing no shelter 
but tho ravines. Tho wild pea-vines 
grow six, eight and gvcu twelve feet 
long, furnishing choice food for stock. 

"Thoro aro no proper icebergs iu 
thosa seas. The warm Japan current 
divitles at tho south-west point of the 
Aloutiati Islands, jiart going north 
through Hehring's Straits, which aro 
too shallow for anything but tield-ico 
to pa.^s, and only a narrow polar cur- 
I't-nt passes down near tbo Asiatic 
c(jast, as the ono from (irocnlaud 
jxisses down ucar tbo Atlantic shore. 
Ice floats off the shores in win(;er and 
sjiring, aud soon dissolves ^vith little 
danger to shipping. The region is 
chilly, even in summer, in the ravines 
bid from the sun, but parts open to 
the sun, though frosts luul snows aro 
on tho mountains, ]uoiliico luxuriant 
vegetation, aud fruits like blackber- 
ries, larger tbau the Lawtou, aud 
whortleberries, abound iu their sea- 
son. 

"I sounded tho shores seven hun- 
dred tiiilcs by log iiorlii-wosl of Sitka, 
and found the- eutii'c length a codfish 
bank (witli ])leiKy of halilmt also.) Tho 
smaller codfish aro in tho tho shallower 
waters, nearer iho shore, of twenty or 
thirty fathoms, but the best fisheries 
ai'o further out iu sovoiity or eighty 
fatluinis. I'or example, one ilay when 
sounding south of J^odiak, wishing to 
lay in a store of codfish, I ordered tho 
sails set back and the lines prepared. 

"I bad II barrel of Puget Sound 
chuiis salted for mo (for bait), i took 
my l(!ad lino, as largo as my Ihuinb, 
altacliod live hooks above tho leacl 
with a clam ou each, aud fasteuoil 
1 hem to the davit; soon the bites— two, 
throe, often five — wore felt. I throw 
tbo lino over tho jiuUoy and put four 
men to jiull, and up would coino two, 
throo, and soiiiotimus live cod, weigh- 
ing thirty to fiudy pounds apiece. We 
had out aboiit twenty linos and caught 
two hundred and fifty fish in two 
hours. I met some fishermen and ask* 
o(i why they did not iish further out, 
iiisLead of catohiiig tho rniallcr ones 
of live to fifteen pounds each near t.he 
shore'.'' They replied that deep water 
lishing was 'too hard work." 

"I have soon coal veins over an area 
forty by fifty milos so thick that it 
seems Olio vast l)od It has excellent 
steam ([uality; bjavos a clear white ash. 
It comes out in cube blocks, bright 
and cloaii. It does liot coko. Tho 
quantity Hooms to be unlimited. This bed 
lies north-west of Sitka, up Cook's 
inlet or liay, which oxtoiids to nearly 
sixty-oiia (logroes north and broadens 
into a sea in kcjiik; parts. H is a large 
ho ly ni water. Its shores, though in 
part mountainous, reveal valleys and 
plains and forests with large and var- 
ious rosoui'ccs. 

"Did you see fur trailers along th" 
coast Irailickiiig with the Indians'.'' 
Yes; thoy aro every wlicrn gathering 
up furs. Do thoy deal iu whiskey i 
xes; and in tobaooo, blaukots, Sao. A 



found him and broke up his business. 
'J'liey make desperate ollbrts to secure 
the furs. 

" 'the Kalcsh are a race of Indians, very 
shrewd and warlike, who live on t]w. mum. 
land mostly of Alaska projior. You must 
show your power and they will respect 
yoii, and do what you say, or what thoy 
ngreo to do, exactly. Wlien some of them 
came on deck I showed them over th 
shil). Thoy watched everything, and a 
httlo jocosely .said 'Our guns are better 
than vours." I'hey had Hudson's Bay 
smooth-bore muskets. J said '\h, well.' 

"I orderod a gun set, put in a. shell anil 
aimed at a clay bank on the face of an is- 
land ono and a half miles ulV. I know the 
distance, having been sounding it recent- 
ly. The shell hit within ten feet of the 
centre, scattering tho du.st and dirt. At 
brst tho smoke hid tho object, and thoy 
laughed at tho failure; but as it cleared 
and they saw tho dust fly, they throw up 
their hiude in -vvoiider aiid made no mora 
jolios about my guns. 

"The old chief asked mo ashore without 
my guns tho next morning. We went,tak- 
mg the precaution, of course, of having 
revolvers on our persons, and Henry 
riflos in tho boat in care of a dozen sailors. 

"We wont np to his bcuso and entered 
a room about twenty f(!ot sipiare, covered 
with tho finest bear-skins, with a raised 
seat or ottoman foi- ns, covoriul v.dth the 
richest fox. imnk, and fur seal skins that 
could De imagined. Ho rose as we enter- 
ed, and waved every one to a seat with 
aa much politeness as a coiirtie'r. Wo 
talked awhile about trade. Ho liually ask- 
ed if w<^ would drink something, ssying: 
' When 1 was on your ship vou showed 
mo your liousi,-, and some wii'io was ofifer- 
ed, and now I want to offer you mine.' 
Ho then brought out a bottle of the finest 
Hudson's Bay brandy. 

"I was sent to .-Viaska by tho Covorn- 
ment to reconnoitre, ))rotect its iiitoreats, 
and make surveys. ;.od was therein 18G7,' 
'68 ami MSh 1 found four or five fur com- 
panies, Messrs. Hutchin.son, Khol & Co 
among them, killing seals on those islands 
as fast as thoy could liiro the Aleuts to do 
it. Ono eastern firm, who were too re- 
ligious to work on tho Sabbath, did with 
others, soB whiskey to the Aleuts in pay 
for furs, and these poor people bad no- 
thing for their work. I know, when tho 
sliipa were gone, that they would be left 
without food. Tbo great 'slaughter of the 
seals would soon destroy all of them. 
Following my general instructions to care 
for our country's interests, I jnit a stop to 
the alaughtor, broke every whiskey bar- 
rel, aud poured it on the ground! The 
Aleuts thought I did wrong. Thoy were 
so eager to get it, that some of tnom laid 
c.own and sucke.l the ground and puddles 
of It, and g(U drunk. Butl.saved them 
and would not allow {'?) tho traders to 
kill any seals except such as the Alenta 
selected, tho two-years' old males, and to 
a limited numlier; I required all of them 
to pay the Aleuts iu nrovisious, .dothing, 
and other needful articles, but not one 
drop of whiskey. 

"Tho vast catch that year reduced the 
price of skins to S-'i each. The ne.xt yeor 
comparatively few seals came to the is- 
lands, but after this tho fur company got 
the Hole right,thoy having bid the highest 
for it, only one humlrod thousand per 
year were caught. Tlie sealn oame back 
numerously the tliird year."
